WINGY MANONE "SOUNDIES" - c. 1941-44 


Still alive in Las Vegas and playing trumpet, Wingy, at age 72, is 
definitely one of the last remaining legends and characters of jazz. Wingy, 
so called because of the loss of his right arm in a street car accident when 
he was a child, did not let that deter him from becoming one of the finest 
white trumpet players to come out of New Orleans. He is featured here in 
four short films called "Soundies". Soundies were short films made during 
the 1940's, the majority being made throughout the war years. Each film 
was made up of one number lasting about three minutes. The films were 
shown in "visual" juke boxes which were not unlike phonograph juke boxes, 
except they added the extra dimension of a picture, which was on a screen 
similar to a TV. Wingy and the band play When the Saints Come Marchin' In, 
Rhythm on the River, Deacon Jones and Vine Street Blues. 


COUNT BASIE € HIS SEXTET (with Billie Holiday) - 1950 

Count Basie, born in Red Bank, New Jersey in 1904, and still active 
today, also made his mark as one of the most successful big band leaders 
and arrangers. Here, in this film, he leads a small group which includes 
Clark Terry, Wardell Gray and Gus Johnson. An appearance by Billie Holiday 
makes this film a true gem. Probably one of the most popular female vocal- 
ists jazz has seen, Billie, born in Baltimore in 1915, died just nine years 
after this film was made, ending a tragic career.

No jazz film show would be complete without Louis Armstrong. Louis, 
born in New Orleans in 1900, almost single-handedly shaped the style and

the jazz world. . ; fe 

Accompanying Louis in this film is another famous Musician and pro- 
bably the most influential white musician during the 1920's. Jack Teagarden, 
born in Vernon, Texas in 1905, became one of the finest trombonists and 
vocalists in the business. During his stay with Louis Armstrong from 1947 
until 1951, the band was truly an All Star unit. In this film clip froma 
TV show they are reunited to do their famous version of the Hoagy Canmichael 
tune "Rockin' Chair". Teagarden's untimely death in New Orleans at age 58, 
in 1964, was certainly another great loss. 


JAMMIN' THE BLUES - 1944 


A classic film featuring Lester Young in his only early film appear 
ance. Lester, born in Woodville, Mississippi in 1909, paved the way for 
more modern players, and his distinct style on the tenor sax placed him 
among the best on the instrument. His death at age 50 in 1959 marked the 
end of another brilliant but short-lived career. Other musicians appear- 
ing in the film include Harry Edison, Illinois Jacquet, Barney Kessel, Red 
Callender, Sidney Catlett and vocalist Marie Bryant.

When man first began mumbling and mouthing his way toward his mere kept in touch 
with himself, with his past, and with the world that gave him bir i Se Stories. In 
the beginning these were composed entirely of sound (for hea ot ee 2 ace al Gop idea 
ive things) and today some of the best of the story tellers still work wi Sound. . these 
are the true music makers, and Phil Nimmons is such a one. 


Take the first movement - HARBOURS. Harbours are the beginning and the end of man's en- 
croachment on the sea; they are also the mating place for sesuey and for landsmen , and in this 
movement one of the greatest of the world's harbours, Halifax and Bedford Basin, comes a- 
live in all its intricate melding of ageless mysteries and modern mechanical miracles, old 
voices and new. There is the inexorable slow swirling mutter of black waters against 
million-year reefs; the harshly dominant thrust of propellers driving a huge ore carrier; 
the ominous rumble out of time of the mighty exlosion that once turned this harbour into 

a holocaust; the muted vibration of a distant foghorn and the calm responses of a bell- 
buoy hidden under heaving mist, tolling a way for men and ships. It is all here in this 
music; the harshly angled cranes at night, lit by flaring lights, dimmed by slanting rain,,, 
sounds of sky and wind and sea...and man. Deep inside this intricate pattern we also hear 
the unique sound brought by the black people who came to Halifax long ago; the lilt and 
rhythm of a different world now blended into this one. 


In the second movement, ISLANDS, the mood changes, and the story is a different tale. Per- 
haps Nimmons should have called it THE Island, for he wrote it under the spell of Prince 
Edward Island, which is THE Island to those who live upon it. Here is a musical story 

of the strange marriage between land and water, and their children--the beaches the sea 
gives...and takes away; the ceaseless, but infinitely slow change in shapes, textures, 
sounds during the infinitely complex and erotic dance between the wave's edge and the land's 
edge...liquid whispers at night in a long summer calm; thunder at dawn in the morning of a 
winter storm. It is all here but there is more, for here too is the story how each of us 
longs to be an island, an island filled with his own special people, and protected from the 
threats of alien worlds by the certainties of Ocean. 


The third movement, TIDES, is a story of power beyond our understanding...the immeasurably 
majestic breathing of the sea; the long slow swelling and the long slow exhalation as the 
waters rise and fall under the moon. The music speaks of the multitudes of life-forms who 
live in the landwash between land and water, part of both, but owned by neither. It 


speaks too of the slow emergence of life from the waters onto the land, over empty sand, 
out of black, striking tidal bogs. 


The final movement, HORIZONS, returns us to the people of the sea, those men and women who 
have turned back toward the ancient aquatic motherof us all. In Nimmons' story, they are 
Newfoundlanders, and he tells us of their Rock Within the Sea, granite-girt against the 
whole wide plunge and thrust of the North Atlantic. He tells us what it is that brings 

a strange transparent look of distance to the eyes of those who dwell by, and for the Sea... 
horizons. Horizons that are limitless, that merge into the sea which is in itself bound 
less. There are many echoes in this movement of human voices, sometimes raised in song; 
always tinged with a kind of manic power known only to those who have learned to live wit! 
the ancient mother. There is even an echo from a time before our time, when The Rock 
belonged to the Beothuk Indians, a gentle people whom we massacred to the last child. 


This movement, more than all the others, tells us that attainment is not a sufficient ml? 
for existing. The voice of the sea herself comes through to remind us that she is timele 


and that we must make our peace with that, and learn to live with the timeless verities« 
1f we are to survive. 


It is a simple story, but a great one.
